To  the  Chairman  and  Members  o f  th e 
Little  Lever  Urban  District  Council : 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval 
my  annual  report,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  Little  Lever  for  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1937. 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

The  area  of  the  township  is  808  acres.  The 
estimated  population  as  at  mid-1937  is  l+?8lk;  as  against 
ip, 9^4-U-  in  the  1931  census.  There  are  1,501  inhabited 
houses  in  the  area  as  against  1,1-1.29  in  the  1931  census, 
this  giving  a  rate  of  approximately  four  persons  per 
house.  The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £19*330, 
and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  £71.  Social 
conditions  are  fairly  good,  but  there  is  a  fairly  large 
number  of  unemployed  men  and  women  owing  to  the  closure  of 
a  bleachworks  in  the  district,  and  a  colliery  outside  the 
district.  The  district  is  largely  industrial  in 
character,  the  chief  occupations  being  coal-mining,  cotton 
spinning  and  weaving,  paper  making,  ebonite  manufacturing, 
chemical  manufacturing  and  dairy~f arming. 

Births 


The  number  of  births  registered  in  1937  was  67? 
a  decrease  of  9  on  the  preceding  year.  This  figure  is 

made  up  of  33  males  (1  illegitimate)  and  3i|-  females,  and 
is  equal  to  a  birth  rate  of  13.9  per  1,000  of  population, 
as  against  15.6  in  1936,  and  a  mean  rate  of  13.0  for  the 
previous  five  years.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1937  was  Ik. 9. 

Still-Births 


The  number  of  still-births  in  1937  was  Ij.  (3  males, 
1  female)  and  is  equal  to  a  rate  per  1,000  of  total  births 
of  56,  as  against  37  in  1936. 

Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  7 1+.  This 
figure  is  made  up  of  30  males  and  kil-  females,  and  is  an 
increase  of  13  on  the  figure  for  1936.  This  gives  a  crude 
death  rate  of  15.3  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against 
12.5  for  1936,  and  a  mean  crude  death  rate  of  13.2  for  the 
previous  five  years.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  1937 
is  17.i|.  (comparability  factor  1.1k)  whilst  the  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1937  was  12. k. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
in  1937  was  3,  all  females,  as  against  9  in  1936.  This 
gives  a  rate  of  kij-  per  1,000  of  total  live  births,  as  against 
a  rate  of  118  in  1936,  and  a  mean  rate  of  61  for  the 
previous  five  years .  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1937  was  58.

Maternal  Mortalit y 
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Once  again,  no  maternal  deaths  were  registered 
in  1937 5  giving  a  nil  rate,  as  in  1936,  and  a  mean  rate 
of  6.15  per  1,000  of  total  births  for  the  previous 
five  years.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1937  was  3.23.

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The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Respiratory  System. in  1937  was  0.62  per  1,000  of 
population,  as  against  0 .  Ipl  in  1936,  and  a  mean  rate  of 
0.52  for  the  previous  five  years. 

Midwifery  Services 

There  is  one  midwife  resident  and  practising 
in  the  district,  but  she  is  not  on  the  County  list  of 
midwives  engaged  by  the  County  Council.  Two  Maternity 
Nurses,  both  of  whom  are  resident  in  Farnworth,  have  been 
engaged  by  the  County  Council,  and  are  available  for  the 
people  of  Little  Lever.  Many  cases,  however,  enter 
Townleys  Hospital,  Farnworth,  and  the  Bealey  Maternity 
Home,  Radcliffe.  In  1937s  nearly  6oc/°  of  the  registered 
births  occurred  in  Townleys  Hospital,  Farnworth.

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District  Nursing  Association 


The  District  Nursing  Association  employs  one 
nurse,  and  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 
The  Committee  have  continued  their  good  work,  and  have 
maintained  the  sound  financial  position  of  the  Association. 
The  nurse  has  again  carried  out  her  many  and  arduous  duties 
in  a  cheerful  and  painstaking  manner,  and  has  done 
excellent  work.  The  general  public  have  responded  nobly 
to  appeals  for  help  and  have  taken  a  deep  and  sympathetic 
interest  in  the  working  of  the  Association. 

Hospital  Accommodation 

The  Council  have  an  agreement  with  the  Bury  and 
District  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  Council 
is  not  as  yet  a  constituent  member  of  the  Board,  but  will 
be  in  the  near  future.  Beds  are  available  as  required 
at  the  following  institut ions 

Small-Pox  Hospital,  Ainsworth  -  for  cases  of  Small-pox 
Florence  Nightingale  Hospital,  Bury  -  for  other 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Both  hospitals  are  controlled  by  the  Bury  and 
District  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  the  retaining  fees 
payable  by  the  Council  are;- 


Small- pox  -  £20  per  annum 

Other  Diseases  -  £25  per  annum 

An  ambulance  for  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  is 
provided  by  the  Joint  Board,  for  conveying  patients  to  the 
hospital  The  cost  of  hospital  cases  in  1937  was  £138 
as  against  £210  in  1936.

During  1937?  "two  waste  water  closets  were 
converted  to  fresh  water  closets  and  four  houses  were 
provided  with  movable  ashbins  in  place  of  fixed 
receptacles.  There  are  now  only  a  few  privy  middens, 
and  when  the  Slum  Clearance  Schemes  have  been  completed, 
privy  middens  will  only  exist  at  outlying  farms.  The 
Council  do  not  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  conversions 
and  property  owners  generally  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the 
Council  without  any  trouble.  The  sewers  in  the  back 
streets  are  laid  under  Private  Street  Works,  and 
conversions  are  carried  out  under  Section  36  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875* 

The  number  of  premises  visited  during  1937  for 
the  purpose  of  sanitary  inspections,  was  82.  The 
number  of  nuisances  discovered  was  76.  Of  these,  73 
were  abated  as  a  result  of  76  informal  notices,  leaving 
three  nuisances  outstanding. 

Bakehouses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  all  been 
periodically  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 


Pactories  and  Workshops  have  also  been  periodically 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley 
Water  Board's  mains,  and  is  constant.  All  houses  are 
directly  connected,  the  number  of  houses  with  piped 
supplies  being  1,500.  During  1937s  small  extensions 
have  been  carried  out  for  residential  development . 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  during  1937  ha-3 
been  quite  satisfactory.  Sewage  is  treated  by  settlement 
tanks  and  percolating  filters.  Extensions  to  the 
sewerage  system  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
for  residential  development .  The  Mersey  and  Irwell 
Joint  Committee’s  Inspectors  have  tested  the  effluent 
periodically  during  the  year,  and  have  found  it 
satisfactory.  One  area,  Leadbeater  Fold,  is  without 
a  proper  drainage  system,  but  is  being  dealt  with  under 
a  Clearance  Order  under  the  Housing  Act.  The  flushing 
of  sewers  and  the  cleaning  of  manholes  has  been  carried 
out  periodically. 

The  arrangements  for  scavenging  and  removal  of 
house  refuse  have  been  quite  efficient  during  the  year. 

A  covered  wagon  collects  house  refuse  once  a  week,  and 
refuse  from  privy  closets  once  every  two  weeks.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  by  tipping  on  waste  land. 
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Smoke  Abatement 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester 
Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee.  The  time  limit 
for  the  emission  of  black  smoke  is  two  minutes  per 
hour.  There  are  15  factory  and  works  chimneys  in  the 
district,  and  two  observations  were  made  during  1937s 
but  no  legal  proceedings  were  necessary.

General  Obse rv ations  on  Housing  Conditions 

The  general  standard  of  housing  is  fairly  good. 

The  prevalent  type  is  the  four-roomed  cottage  containing 
two  bedrooms.  There  are  about  1,200  of  this  type „  The 
houses  are  mostly  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  but  there  are 
about  200  houses  below  the  general  standard.  The  chief 
defects  are  dampness,  low  ceilings  and  old  age.  The 
overcrowding  found  has  been  steadily  dealt  with  by 
transferring  the  occupants  to  Council  houses. 

There  are  four  back-to-back  houses  in  the  district, 
but  two  of  these  are  included  in  a  Clearance  Order. 

Ten  houses  have  no  separate  water  closet  or 
other  adequate  sanitary  accommodation,  and  one  house  has 
not  an  adequate  internal  water  supply. 


* 


During  the  year,  representations  have  been  made 
in  respect  of  12  areas,  comprising  56  houses,  and  9  areas 
comprising  i|2  houses  have  been  cleared.  There  is  still 
a  shortage  of  cottages  at  low  rentals,  and  the  waiting  list 
of  people  desirous  of  living  in  modern  Council  houses  is 
still  a  very  long  one.  During  the  year,  33  houses  have 
been  erected  by  the  Council,  but  these  have  been  tenanted 
in  the  main  by  those  persons  displaced  by  the  demolition 
of  condemned  property.  At  present,  .wore  houses  are  in 
course  of  erection  on  the  School  Street  site.  More 
houses  will  have  to  be  built  to  make  up  for  other  houses 
which  are  likely  to  be  included  in  Clearance  Orders,  and 
when  all  the  undesirable  property  has  been  replaced  by 
modern  Council  houses,  there  will  still  be  a  waiting  list 
of  persons  desiring  to  live  in  a  Council  house. 

Town  Pla nning 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Bolton  and 
District  Regional  Planning  Committee,  and  representatives 
from  the  Council  attend  the  meetings  of  this  Committee, 
and  take  a  keen  interest  in  its  work,  whilst  the  Council 
works  in  collaboration  with  the  Committee. 

Disinfection 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  after 
infectious  diseases  was  13.  The  method  of  disinfection 
is  by  Formaldehyde  G-as , 

Public  Health  Laboratory 

During  19 3T >  eight  throat  swabs  from  suspected 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  sent  for  examination  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  place,  Manchester,  but  the 
report  was  negative  in  all  cases. 

General _0b so rva t i ons 

The  general  health  of  the  district  during  1937 
was  again  very  good.  No  epidemics  occurred,  and  there 
was  no  necessity  for  closure  of  the  schools.  There  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
but  there  was  nothing  of  a  serious  nature.  The  number  of 
deaths  was  much  higher  than  in  1936,  but  many  of  the  deaths 
were  of  aged  persons.  The  number  of  births  was  also 
unfavourable  in  comparison  with  the  number  for  1936,  but 
it  is  highly  probable  that  shortage  of  houses  and  shortage 
of  work  are  largely  responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  matter 
of  sanitary  improvements.  The  old,  unhealthy  and 
undesirable  property  is  gradually  being  demolished  and 
replaced  by  modern  houses,  with  a  consequent  improvement 
in  the  living  conditions  of  the  tenants  from  the  demolished 
property.  It  has  been  interesting  and  encouraging  to 
note  how  the  tenants  from  the  old  houses  have  for  the 
most  part  taken  a  pride  in  their  new  houses  and  gardens. 

The  old  abomination,  the  privy  midden,  is  now  practically 
non-existent ,  and  after  another  year,  will  only  be  found 
at  outlying  farms  where  there  is  no  proper  sewerage  system. 
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The  chief  needs  of  the  district  are  still  the 
same  as  in  1936.  More  of  the  modern  low-rental 
cottages  are  required.  Economic  conditions  are  such 
as  to  prevent  people  from  being  able  to  pay  a  high  rent, 
and  there  is  a  long  list  of  such  people  who  are  anxious 
to  live  in  better  conditions  than  they  can  ever  hope  to 
have  in  the  old  cottages. 

As  before,  the  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  have  been  a 
boon  to  the  district,  particularly  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  recreational  facilities  provided  by  the 
Council  in  the  Bowling  Green  and  playing  Field  have 
again  been  well  patronised,  and  have  proved  that  they 
are  appreciated  by  the  inhabitants.
